“This deficient rainfall, coming 
after three years of sub-normal con- 
ditions, make it very improbable 
that even if the rainfall is far above 
the normal for the coming month 
that a sufficient supply will be dvail- 
able to meet summer demands. The 
streains have shown only a slight 
rise due to the recent rainfall. 

SACRAMENTO RIVER LOW. 

“The Pitt River, which is the 
main feeder of the Sacramento 
River, discharged during February 
1920 only 20 per cent. of what was 
discharged in February, 1919, and 
now is only discharging a very small 
amount over its recorded minimum,

According to Mr. Landau, his firm 
during November and December, 
1918, negotiated with the Shipping 
Board for charter of ten wooden 
ships, at which time, he said, the 
trans-Atlantic freight rates were 
such that the proposed charter ap- 
peared profitable. 

It is alleged that the prevailing 
rates later were lowered and to 
such extent that the ship's opera- 
tion under the charter hire would 
have been unprofitable and the ten 
ships which were to have been de- 
livered to the charterers “not later 
than February 29, 1919,"" were not 
actually delivered for many months 
afterward. 

Off hire claim also is made on the 
allegation that the voyages of the 
ships were delayed by reason of 
“repeated breakdowns and other 
causes chargeable to improper con- 
struction and unseaworthiness.”” In 
April, 1919, it is asserted, the Ship- 
ping Board authorized adjustments 
of the alleged claims, which, the 
statement said, never were made 
and in the meantime the boats,

Asserting Shantung cannot be a 
source of difficulty between the 
United States and Japan, Mr. Shide- 
hara said that “it remains for Chi- 
nese statesmen to decide’ which of 
two courses “would better serve the 
true interests of their country and 
the world.” 

“Two courses are open for Chi- 
na,” the Ambassador said, “either 
to effect an early settlement of the 
Shantung question or to leave the 
question unadjusted and pending for 
an indefinite time. 

“In any case, Japan knows her 
responsibilities to China and to civ- 


ilization. She will go forward un- re 


swervingly, along the pathway which 
she believes leads to international 
peace and stability. What difficul- 
ties, then could there possibly arise 
between the United States and Ja- 
pan with respect-to Chinese prob- 


ORIENT AIMS SAME. 

“It should be borne in mind that 
Japan has in China a special 
tion not shared by the United States 
or by any of the European powers. 
Her future destiny is closely inter- 
woven with that of China and her 
own national safety and vital inter- 
ests are, in many cases, directly in- 
volved in Chinese problems which 
America and Europe can afford to 
approach from purely sentimental 
or economic points of view. 

“I feel sure that this special po- 
sition of Japan is fully realized by 
her American and European friends 
and that she will not be called upon 
to renounce her undoubted right of 
self-protection and self-preserva- 
tion.” 

Ambassador Shidehara 
no nation’ could be more deeply in- 
terested than Japan in preservation 
of the principles of the territorial 
integrity of China and the “open 
door” for foreign trade there. 

“We have the common sense and 
clear vision to perceive the sheer 
madness of any attempt at ag- 
gression or ecopomic monopolization 
in China,” he said. “We only ex- 
pect that we shall not be denied the 
chance of our natural expansion in 
the field of commerce and indust 
Fvery nation is expanding and is 
seeking to expand commercially and 
industrially, we Japan claims what 
other nations vally claim: 

“We are not afraid of foreign 
action in the Chinese market if only 
we are assured of fair and equal 
opportunity. At the same time we 
gladly welcome the co-operation of 
fair nations in euch economic ac- 
tivities In the interest of all rties 
alike, including China herself.” 

There is nothing at present to 
warrant apprehension that the im- 
migration question might prove a 
source of complications between the 
United States and Japan, Mr. 
Shidehara said, adding that “it is 
chiefly with regard to the treat- 
ment of Japanese immigrants law- 
fully admitted to this country that 
have occasionally been 
presented and are likelv to arise. 

“IT am, however, confident that 
these questions will be satisfactorily 
adjusted on the basis of just and 
humane Principles, and in a manner 
worthy of the best traditions of our 
mutual relationship,”” he declared. 

In the process of extensive world 
reconstruction, “let us determine 
that the chief scene” of a grand 
harmony of peace and fulfillment 
shall be laid on the islands and 
shores of the Pacific Ocean,” Mr. 
Shidehara said, adding: 

URGES CONFIDENCE. 

“It rests with us that it shall be 
so. The choice is before us—not 
between ‘better’ and ‘worse’—but 
between the heights of noble 
achievement and the bitter depths of 
hopeless, entangled misery. am 
sure we shall make the right choice; 
that America and Japan will each 
realize the desire of the other te 
work in co-operative friendliness 
for the progress and the welfare of 
mankind. 

“Let us have a real, sober con- 
viction that the other nations of the 
world are, in the bulk, good, likable 
people, whose affairs are managed by 
men who are sincerely striving to do 
‘their best, not only, for their par 
ticular countries, but for the com- 
mon good of humanity. 

“Let us have a firm confidence 
tn each other—a rational and justi- 
fied belief that we have to do neither 
with pirates nor burglars, nor 
swindling speculators, but with 
people whom we can trust and be- 
lieve in, as fellow workers in the 
great cuuse of making thie globe 
a happier and lovelier place for the 
existence of mankind.” 

In introducing the Japanese Am- 
bassador, Elbert H. Gary, directing 
head of the-U. 8S. Steel Corporation, 
who presided, said, in part: 

“One of the most important things 
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for the people of these two great 
countries, Japan and the United 
States, is that they shall become and 
continue to be well acquainted be- 
cause our interests, economic and 
otherwise, lie in the same direction. 

“These two, countries will be held 
responsible for the maintenance of 


Peace on the Pacific, and whether 


we will or whether we will not, our 
Seographica! situation pl*eces us in 
a position of responsibility which 
we could not escape if we so de- 
sired.

“swift & Co. did not try to buy 
our plant,” Vereen said. “We so- 
licited the sale to have a large pack- 
er develop the business and aid in 
general agricultural development.” 

Prior to sale of the plant, he add- 
ed, competition of the big packers 
was “entirely fair’ and Swift & Co. 
did not expect profits on the pur- 
chase within five years. 


DELOUBER NEEDED.

peared bef the committee, each 


urging passage of regulating legis- 
lation. One of the three, J. H. 
Montgomery of Basin, asserted that 
the whole packing industry ‘should 
be put through a delousing station.” 
packers thrive injunc- 
tions,”’ Mr. Montgomery said. “An 
injunction does not bother them any 
more than insect powder does a 
cootie.”’

TWENTY-TWO VERMONT 
TOWNS WON BY WETS. 


COMPLETE RETURNS FROM 12 
OUT OF 14 COUNTIES SHOW 
STATE SETS RECORD.

RUTLAND (Vt.) March 3.—Com- 
plete returns from twelve out of the 
fourteen counties in this State on 
the results of yesterday's town 
meetings showed 124 towns had 
voted “wet,” the highest number in 
the history of; the State. 

Twenty-two of the twenty-eight 
towns in Rutland county voted for 
license yesterday, as compared with 
a total of eight towns voting wet 
last year. In this city the wet ma- 
jority was increased to 803 votes, as 
compared to 490 last year. 

In Washington county eleven 
Places out of twenty went license. 
Recause of recent snowstorms, re- 
turns from many of the fourteen 
rounties in the State were greatly 
delayed. 

Leaders of the anti-saloon element 
insisted that the indicated § trend 
toward license meant nothing ex- 
cept that in view of the national pro- 
hibition amendment, the drys had 
made no effort to register sentiment. 

Last year only thirty of the 384 
towns and cities in the State went 
license. 

As far as received returns show 
that virtually all the large towns this 
year voted “yes” and many of the 
smaller towns changed from their 
no-license majority license. 

In Chittenden co y, ten of the 
sixteen cities and towns went “yes,” 
as compared with one city and one 
town last year. Seven cities and 
towns out of = sixteen in Franklin 
county voted license yesterday. One 
Year ago the total of wet places 
there was three. 2

The report. which already ‘has 
been adopted by the House, included 
$400,000 additional for the comple- 
tion of the new Speedway Hospital 
at Chicago. 

The House completed. work today 
on the legislative, executive and ae 
dicial appropriatian bill, carrying a 
total off $122,000,000, and then was 
blocked, while preparing to vote, by 
Repre@entative Blanton, Democrat, 
who demanded a quorum. 

The $240 bonus ffor civilian em- 
ployees of the government was 
stricken out on a point of order by 
Blanton. Members sald it probably 
would be put back by the Senate. 

The bill cuts from the govern- 
ment roll more than 40,000 civil 
employees and represents a flat re- 
duction of $24,000,000 from submit- 
ted estimates.

It is only a question of a short 
time until] the State will be com- 
pelled to levy an ad valorem tax on 
all assessed property in order to 
meet the expenses of government, 
Supervisor Cogswell declared yea- 
terday, in opposing plans to . in- 
crease the present assessments 
against property in this city. The 
matter was brohight to the official 
attention of the Board of Super- 
visors. During the ensuing discus- 
sion Mr. Cogswell outlined Califor- 
nia's financial position. 

I assessments are raised and 
then an ad valorem tax is levied 
by the State, he pointed out, Los 
Angeles will be compelled to pay 
more than her just share of the 
expense of State government. He 
contended that at present, property 
in this county is more heavily as- 
sessed, in proportion to its real 
value, than are holdings in any 
other large county in California. 

NONE IN YEARS. 

No ad valorem tax has been 
levied by the State since 1910, at 
which time it was °35 cents on the 
$100 of assessed valuation. The 
ad valorem tax has in past years 
ranged from 35 cents to 73% cents, 
the last-named tax having been 
levied in 1876. 

Supervisor Cogswell stated that 
the State has no way to meet the 
expenses of government fully except 
by the ad valorem method. 

“The expenses of the State are 
now greater than the revenue,” he 
said, “and I see no relief in ah 
except by an ad valorem tax.” 

Stating the policy of the Board 
of Supervisors, Chairman Dodge 
said it would seem to be the prop- 
er solution of the matter for the 
city of Los Angeles so to increase 
its tax rate that it might collect 
sufficient funds to meet its run- 
ning expenses. The city could in- 


crease its rate only by an emend- | 


| 
ment to its charter, which 
fixes a tax rate limit of $1 per $100.

S WASTEFUL UNCERTAINTY. 

Chief tnterest {n the Senate debate on 
the peace treaty centers about the break 
of insurgent Democrats away from the dic- 
tation of the President. A reservation pro- 
posed by Senator Lodge giving add'tional 
guarantees to the Monroe Doctrine was 
adopted with. but twenty-two negative votes. 
Fifteen Democrats deserted the administra- 
tion and voted with the Republicans. On 
every ballot the majorities tn favor of the 
Lodge reservations were greater than when 
the treaty was voted on in November. 

Earl Grey's letter to the London Times 
asserting that the Lodge reservations would 
not be objectionable to the British govern- 
mé@nt has served to strengthen the forces 
supporting those reservations in the Senate 
and to correspondingly weaken the opposi- 
tion. The report is now generally credited 
in Washington that the main reason for the 
removal of Secretary Lansing was that he 
did not prevent the publication of the Grey 
letter. The President seems of the opin‘on 
that if his Secretary had really exerted him- 
self he could have dissuaded the former 
British Ambassador from taking such ac- 
tion. 

That attitude of the President, however, 
has weakened his influence in the Senate, 
for it brings back visions of secret diplo- 
macy. 
the Lodge reservations, why should not the 
American people be advised of the fact? 
If such concealment is necessary to defeat 
the Lodge reservations the country is likely 
to give them unreserved support. 

But the readontion of certain of the Lodge 
reservations with increased majorities does 
not mean that the final: ratification of 
the treaty is assured. Even the Mon- 
roe Doctrine reservation, most popular 
of them all, did not receive a two- 
thirds vote in the Senate. A majority vote 
is sufficient to pass a reservetion; but it re- 
quires a two-thirds votes to ratify the treaty. 
Of course, there is always a possibility that 
a number of Senators who are willing to 
vote for the treaty with the Lodge reserva- 
tions, but who do not care to go on record 
as voting against it, will be absent when 
the final vote is taken. The Constitution 
does not require that the vote of two-thirds 
of the Senate membership shall be neces- 
sary to ratify a treaty, but only of two- 
thirds of those present when final vote is 
taken. If but sixty Senators were in their 
seats forty affirmative votes would be suf- 
ficient for ratification. _ 

Those favoring the Lodge reservations 
are naturally elated at the additions to their 
forces from the administration side. The 


 President’s influence with the Senate is 


lower than at any other time since he has 
occupied the Executive chair. His threat 
to “build backfires behind those Senators 
who desert and go over to Lodge” has had 
only a partial effect. Eight former admin- 
istration Senators have declared that they 
will support reasonable reservations for the 
purpose of putting the country back on a 
peace basis, though it mean retirement from 
public life; and other administration sup- 
porters are showing a restiveness that 
might at any time result in a unification 
with the Republicans to ratify the treaty 
‘with reservations and send it back to the 
President. It was so that the first Senate 
of the United States ratified a treaty of 


commerce and amity with Great Britain. If 


Washington was not too proud to permit 
such interference on the part of the Sen- 
ate the question naturally rises why Wilson 
should be. The suspicion is growing that 
Washington cared a great deal more about 
the treaty than he did about the cfedit that 
should attach to him for Having negotiated 
it: while Wfison is inclined to give a per- 
sonal rather than a patriotic application 
to the negotiations. 

No one questions the President’s good 
intentions; but it should be plain, even to 
him, that the country is not in sympathy 
with his “bitterend” attitude. While the 
gteat mass of the American people do not 
possess the President’s uncommon intellect 
they do possess a fund of common sense, 
the one thing essary to make representa- 
tive government a success. They are ac- 
customed to meeting opposition in industrial 
life; they do not expect to have things all 
their own way and they have learned that 
‘it is prudent to make the best of existing 
conditions and leave something for the fu- 
ture to regulate. Common sense seems to 
dictate that the treaty should be ratified 
with reservations as soon as possible and 
that this country should possess a vote as 
well as a voice in the restoration of peace. 
The Supreme Council] of the League of Na- 
tions will shortly begin its regular sessions 
and there will be ample opportunity for 
making whatever amendments may seem 
germane to the covenant of the League. 

In the Senate the battle of intellects con- 
tinues: but the people are paying extrava- 
gant prices for seats in the gallery. It is 
now sixteen months since the armistice was 
signed. The fighting in the trenches has 
ceased: the soldiers have been demobilized 
and the making of war material has been 
discontinued. But peace has not returned 
to industry. The business conditions of the 
country are as badly upset as during the 
stress of War. The last annual report of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
di¢closed that the prices of farm products 
AT THE FARM have increased 18.9 per 
cent. during the last twelve months. In 
place of returning to normal, business con- 
ditions seem to be approaching a crisis. 
And the opinion is becoming general in the 
country that this industrial uncertainty, 
with attendant extravagant prices, is due 
in. a large part to the failure of the govern- 
ment to bring the war to a close by the 
ratification of some form of peace treaty. 

‘While ratification of the treaty is held in 
abeyance business is ehduring a hand-to- 
mouth existence. No one knows what the 


. morrow will bring forth. There is no in- 


vestment of capita] in new industries: there 
are no long-term credits. Foreign trade 
cannot be established on a permanent ba- 
sig rutil we know under what conditions 
trading is to be resumed. Europe and the 
United States are alike waiting at the 
church, while the South American countries 
seem to be corralling a goodly part of the 


world’s profitable business. And all this 


confusion is occasioned by the opposition 
of “bitter-enders,” both in the Senate and 
the White House, to an early peace, unless 
it be a peace of their own dictation. 

Ag far as the public is concerned, any 
form of ratification which saferuards the 
Monroe Doctrine, does not deprive Congress 
of the sole privilege of declaring war and 
does not permit European interference ‘in 
our internal affairs is vastly preferable to

E-CORNER BOGEY. 

An undue regard for the truth should 
never be allowed to spoil a good story—that 
ls evidently the motto of some of the enter- 
prising newspaper men who have established 
themselves in Paris since the war. One 
interesting writer, with the laudable object 
of stirring up Americans to get more of the 


trade of Russia, draws a picture of English 


iuterests “overlooking no opportunity to 
corner the great Russian market” Such 
a feat would command the admiration of 
America’s greatest traders, even if they 
stood to lose by it. If anything is impossi- 
ble it is for England to corner Russia's 
trade. It is a task too huge even for the 
nation of shopkeepers, as Napoleon called 
the British. To talk of such a thing is to 
indulge in a wild flight of imagination. It 
ig to be feared that the correspondent’s en- 
thusiasm for words led him to overlook 
their absurdity. Russia is larger than the 
United States both territorially speaking 
and as regards population. It has huge re- 
sources, though the output is curtailed just 
now by the wars which trouble that great 
land. Does anybody suppose for a moment 
that the entire trade of America could be 
cornered by one outside nation? The very 
idea is absurd. The same thing is true of 
Russia. Lots of opportunities are open 
there, and always will be, for American 
capital. The man who is raising the cor 
nering-of-trade bogey is really having his 
trouble for nothing. The exporters of Amer- 
ica probably know a good deal more about 
trade conditions in Rusgja than he does. 
There is no fear of wid@awake American 


- merchants overlooking big chances for prof-* 


itable trade. They are not built that way. 


CONGESTION A CRIME? 

Man is a funny animal. He forms 
boards of trade, chambers of commerce and 
associations of merchants and manufactur 
ers for*the purpose of getting a million of 
his fellows under one roof. Numbers rep- 
resent progress and prosperity. The closer 
any great number of people are knit togeth- 
er the more clearly can they feel and hear 
the beating of one another's heart. 

It is congestion that makes community 
life. New York and London are examples 
of congestion and they are the pride of the 
English-speaking race. But what makes 
man a funny animal is that when he has 
his fellows nicely congested he goes to his 
Board of Aldermen or Common Council— 
or whatever he calls it—and asks for an 


ordinance to uncongest them. 


Millions of dollars and years of earnest 
endeavor have been expended In making the 
downtown district of Los Angeles the busy 
hive of industry it is. The endless stream 
of pedestrians end vehicular traffic in 
Broadway and Spring streets is by long 
odds the city’s most pronounced and effec- 
tive advertisement. The continuous caval- 
cade of motors is one of the wonders of the 
world. 

Yet by the terms of the prohibitory park- 
ing ordinance a great and growing class of 
citizens are discriminated against. It is an 
effort to return Broadway to its ancient 
place as a bridle path—and not much else. 
In another year there will be more than 
100,000 automobiles in Los Angeles county, 
yet by the terms of this ordinance the busi- 
ness center of the city is made as inacces- 
sible as possible to them. 

Plainly they are not wanfed. They may 
pass through, but not much else. The thou- 
sands who motor to their business every 
morning may not leave their cars—even for 
a few moments—save at some curbing a 
mile from their destination. Shopping by 
motor becomes akin to crime, because it is 
almost impossible to carry out the pro- 
gramme of the day without transgressing 
some law or ordinance. : wee 

All that has been done to create the busy 
whirl of Broadway becomes as of naught. 
We don’t seem to want people downtown 
any more. Instead of pointing with pride 
to the thronged thoroughfares of the city’s 
heart the host will be commanded to flock 
elsewhere. 

And they will do that very thing. 

As Broadway uncongests there wil] be 
congestion somewhere else. If motorists 
may not park anywhere in the business dis- 
trict they will be eagerly urged to try it in 
other sections—outside and beyond. Pasa- 
dena and Hollywood are warmly encourag- 
ing the tourist and the shopper to come 
into their territories and find a welcome 
and unlimited parking facilities. 

Business will go with this privilege, and

“ROMEO AND J ULIET.” 


MARIO 1S STAR OF GOUNOD 
LYRIC LOVE DRAMA. 


By Edwin Schallert. 


Great Juliets are born with beau- 
ty and good voices, and none other 
can qualify equally with our minds 
and our hearts. For this reason, if 
for no other, the performance of 
Gounod's second most-famous opera 
based on the lyric of love of the son 
and daughter of two inimical Ver- 
onese families, as told in Shakes- 
peare’s tragedy, was a source of 
keen enjoyment to the matinee 
audience which completely filled the 
Mason Theater yesterday. 

Queena Mario not only sings and 
acts Juliet, but she comes as close 
to being an idea) for the heroine 
in the opera of “Romeo and Juliet” 
as nearly any singer on the Amer- 
ican stage. The essence of Miss 
Mario’s personality is her charm 
and a sort of innocence enshrined in 
womanliness that is naturally as- 
sociated with Shakespeare's more 
delicate sister of Isolde. 

What is more the voice of Gallo’s 
attractive soprano star seems to 
which would belong Romeo's 
fair love. 

Gounod'’s opera ts comparatively 
unknown to this city. There have 
not Leen more than three or four 
performances in the span of years 
since operatic history—if history the 
annual visits of traveling com- 
panies may be called—was begun 
here. Admittedly, the theme of 
the Shakespearean work proved a 
taxing one for the French maker 
of melodies, for there is much of 
tinsel and glaas to adorn in rococo 
fashion the classic temple of the 
original tragedy. 

Still, there are the soft sighing 
strains of the balcony scene, the 
ivivid dramatic harmonies of the 
clash between the houses of Capulet 
and Montague on the streets of Ve- 
rona, the sorrowful ecstacy of the 
farewell in Juliet’s apartment, and 
the beautiful death scene of the 
lovers to reward the ear of the 
hearer with sweet and delicately

sensuous sound that, while it 
lacks the freedom of inspiration 
found in “Faust.” is nevertheless 


pleasing and sometimes captivating. 
The music falls short of the objec- 
tive in many places, but at least it 
does not detract. Wherever it seemed 
to drag, as it occasionally did ves- 
terday, was due chiefly to the fact 
that neither the singers nor orches- 
tra are so well acquainted with the 
ins and outs of this work as with 
the others. 
Mario was the radiant gem of the 
performance. Ballester had only a 
brief chance to display hjs voice 
in the role of Mercutio :n_ the 
Queen Mab song in the first act; he 
acted the part with his usual fine 
conviction. He made his French 
stick against the general conspiracy 
in favor of the Italian language. I 
sometimes wonder in these French 
operas whether anybody knows what 
the other fellow is trying to vay. 
Romeo Boscacci was neither in 
‘very good voice nor especialiv well 
; versed in the requirements of the 
| Romeo role, ner is he the ideal for 
‘the part by a long ways, but un- 
Cer these disadvantages, which nat- 


very serious effort, indeed, at giv- 
ing a convincing portrayal and in 
some of the dramatic scenes sang 
the part very effectively. The con- 
certed portions of the opera, of 
which there are qnite a number, 
were marred by imperfect’ tona! 
blending. Some of the singers were 
off key at times. Pierto de Biasi 
!appeared somewhat less sure of 
‘himself than usual in the part of 
Yriar Laurence, although he acted 
t convincingly. 

In spite of the drawbacks noted, 
he performance of “Romeo and 
"ullet’ wag a satisfaction because 
‘he opera offers the zest of novelty, 
‘nd also because the production as 
a whole was marked by a sincere 
endeavor by the members of the 
company, while Miss Mario was an. 
unending Sotignt as Juliet.
